THE ANTI-GERMANS DEMONSTRATION . BY 


THE RABBLE OF PARIS. 


The Performance of Lohengrin“ to Be Dis- 
continued — President Diaz of Mexico 
Wire-Pulling for a Second . Term— 
The Dillon-Times Sensation—Canadians 
Afraid of the Retaliation Act—Foreign 
News. 


PaRIs, May 5.—lt-is reported that in conse- 
guence of the refusal of the European pow- 
ers to take part in the Paris Exhibition, the 
French Government contemplates postponing 
the opening until 1890 in order to dissociate 
the exhibition from the celebration of the 
hundredth anniversary of the revolution. 

ANTI-GERMAN DEMONSTRATIONS. 

Anti-German demonstrations continue to be 
made in various sections of this city. A pro- 
cession carrying a banner inscribed ‘‘To Ber- 
Un“ to-day marched to the Palace of the 
Elysee, the residence of President Grevy, 
where it was dispersed by the police. Twelve 
of the persons who took prominent parts in 
this demonstration were arrested. 

SERIOUS DISTURBANCES. 

Loxpox, May 5.—The Telegraph describes 
the anti-German demonstration in Paris last 
Tuesday eveningas serious. It says the mob 
in the neighborhood of the Eden Theater, 
where Wagner’s ‘‘Lohengrin’’ was being per- 
formed, shouted ‘‘A bas Allemange!’’ 
(Down with Germany). ‘‘Vive la France!’’ 
„ “Berlin!’’ (On, to Berlin). ‘fA 
bas Bismarck.’’ (Down with Bismarck); 
‘*Give us back our clocks,’’ (referring to Stras- 
burg). Last evening the demonstrations were 
renewed. A mob composed of students and 
gamins marched about, shouting. They halted 
in front of the Army and Navy Club, and there 
cried out: Vive la Armie Francaise! ‘‘Vive 
Boulanger!’’ ‘‘A Berlin!’’ 

Another mob went to the building occupied 
by the Russian Embassy, shouting -.‘‘Vive la 
France!’’ Vive la Russe!“ Vive la 
Alliance Russo-Francaise!’’ The leaders of 
this mob proposed to their followers to march 
to the German Embassy. The mob proceeded 
in the direction of the Place 
de la Concorde, singing the air 
‘*‘Lampions,’’ to the words of the 
song, ‘‘Nos Pendules’’ (Our Clocks), but it 
was stopped by the police and turned away 
before it could reach the German Embassy. 
The mob then returned to the Place de l’ Opera, 
and there gradually dispersed. 

The manager of the Eden Theater has de- 
cided to suspend the performance of ‘‘Lohen- 
grin’’ and of other productions of Wagner 
in that ple ce of amusement.

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DIAZ’S RE-ELECTION, 


The Mexican President Non-Committal on 
the Second-Term Question. 


Crrr OF MEXICO, via Galveston, May 5.—The 
subject of the re-election of President Diaz 
continues to be the uppermost topic in politic- 
al circies, and various conflicting reports are 
current regarding the attitude of prominent 
public men whose names are connected in the 
popular mind with the Presidency. Gen. Car- 
los Pacheco, the Minister of Public Works, 
who has been regarded of late as likelyfto 
become the compromise candidate 
of the various factions. of the 
Liberal Party, was interviewed yesterday by 
the Associated Press correspondent on the re- 
election question. Gen. Pacheco said he was 
glad to be able to give his views to the Ameri- 
can people at this time and would gay, in ail 
frankness, that he personally favored the re 
election of Gen. Diaz as a measure certain to 
strengthen the country and insurea continua- 
tion of public prosperity. Gen. Pacheco added: 
When I was Governor of the State of Moretos 
I proposed a change in the Constitution so as 
to permit the re-election of the chief magis- 
trate of the Republic and therefore have not 
had to modify my opinions.’’ 

DIAZ RETICENT. 

He added that many officers who fought un- 
der Gen. Diaz against the administration of 
President Leredo on thé issue of no re-elec- 
tion had not altered their views, seeing that it 
was not necessary under the changed condi- 
tion of the times to give entire liberty for the 
people to decide whether or not they 
desired the continuation of the Presi- 
dent in office. On being asked directly 
if Gen. Diaz would accept a re-election or fa- 
vored the contemplated change in the Consti- 
tution, Gen. Pacheco said that not even the 
most intimate friends of the President knew 
his views on the subject, and that the Presi- 
dent has declined to say anything on the sub- 
‘ject, wishing to allow Congress and the State 
Legislatures to exercise their judgment without 
consulting his personal wishes. It was not at 
all certain whether Gen. Diaz would accept a 
second term. Gen. Pacheco said that he was 
himself very little of a politician, being ab- 
sorbed in questions relating to the internal 
development of the country and, therefore, 
did not keep informed in all the political ru- 
mors afloatin the public mind, but he knew, 
from contact with the people of the country 
in recent journeys, thatthe sentiment of the 
large estate owners, manufacturers and 
merchants was emphatically in  fa- 
vor of the re-election of Presi- 
dent Diaz. Whether President Dias 
desired a re-election or not, he thought it likely 
that the popular demand would become so 

strong that he would be compelled to accept a 
second term, however, distastetul it might

The Standard, in an article on the Govern- 
ment’s proposal to have the Attorney-General 
prosecute the Times for livelon Mr. Dillon, 
says: ‘‘The Government’s proposal for getting 
rid of the question of privilege, partakes too 
clearly of the character of a makeshift to 
satisfy Parliament, the public, or even, 
we should think, the Ministers them- 
selves.

BURIED ALIVE 


FRIGHTFUL DISASTER IN 4 BRITISH 


Naxanto, British Columbia, May 5.—A terri- 
ble explosion occurred in No. 1 shaft of the 
Victoria Coal Company's mine at 6 o’clock 
Tue day night. One hundred and fifty men are 
believed to be in the mine. At midnight twelve 
bodies had been recovered. Some were dead, 
others seriously or fatally burned. There is 
little hope of rescuing alive any of those yet 
inthe mine. A rescuing party went down, 
but owing to the black damp were unable to 
do anything. 8. Hudson, one of the rescuing 
party, died shortly after coming out. The 
mine isnowon fire. The scene around the 
shaft is most heartrending. A special train 
with surgeons arrived from Victoria at 3 
o’clock in the morning.

If so, the catas- 
trophe would be the greatest recorded in the 
history of coal mining. All that can be done 
is being done to reach the imprisoned men. 
The rescuers thought first of cutting a ditch to 
Salt Water so as to attempt to put out the fire 
in No. 2 shaft by turning a stream ot 
water into it, but the scheme was abandoned, 
as it would only flood the mine, rendering it 
practically useless for a year and weuld banish 
any hope of saving the lives of the men. The 
Imogene Screen mines extended out from the 
shore more than a mile beneath the waters of 
the harbor. Many of the dead were the fathers 
and sons of eighty families of this little city. 
Around the shaft the scenes are harrowing in 
the extreme.

WAR AND POLITICS. 


Congressman Brewer of Michigan on For- 
eign and Domestic Affairs. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratc H. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., May 5,-Oongressman 
Mark 8. Brewer of Michigan has been spend- 
ing a few days atthe capital. Mr. Brewer was 
the American’ Consul-General at Berlin for 
four years. He said yesterday: ‘‘I don’t 
think Germany will seek to provoke a fight 
with France or any other country. I don’t 
look for a serious outbreak fora year at least, 


Germany, however, and all the European 
countries that maintain large standing armies, 
are in danger of being forced into war at 
any time. Promotions are slow in times 
of peace, and there is always a vigorous war 
sentiment among the army officers. They are 
anxious to fight on the slightest provocation, 
but I think the Emperor of Germany wishes to 
end his reign in peace, and leave the battles of 
the future to his successor.’’

HAIL, WIND AND RAIN. 


A Terrific Thunderstorm in the Allegheny 
Meuntains—Great Damage. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 5.—Aterrific thunder 
storm, accompanied by heavy hail and wind, 
equal toa hurricane, passed over the Alle- 
gheny Mountains in Eastérn Somerset and 
Western Bedford Counties, between 7 and 8 
o’clock last evening. A few moments before 
the storm came a roaring like the discharge of 
many cannon was heard in the distance, and 
as soon as the clouds roiled across the sky the 
roaring increased. The storm struck the 
mountains, moving ina northwesterly direc- 


tion, and was about a quarter of a mile wide. 
For two miles the large trees re twisted we 
off like straws and everything in its path 
ironed on tothe earth. In some instances im- 
mense trees were caught up and carried sev- 
eral hundred feet into the air and hurled back 
again with such swiftness that cannot 
be described. The lIightning was iear- 
ful and struck a barn belonging to a man 
named Barnhardt, living on the mountain, 
and totally destroyed it, the wind carrying 
away what portions the lightning did not 
destroy. The hail fell in stones as large as 
eggs, and vegetation of all kinds suffered 
severely. The damage to fruit trees and 
timber will amount to thousands of dollars.

His 
case was ordered remitted to the District 
Court. where it will be called up on next 
Monday.

A LAND-SLIDE, 


An Iron Mountain Freight Train Badly 
Damaged—A Tramp Injured.

JUDGE DILLON CALLED UPON TO SETTLE 
THE ASHLEY DOMESTIC TROUBLES. 


A Warmly Contested Divorce Case With a 
Host of Witnesses—Tippling Resorts for 
Women—Light Thrown Upon Various 
Phases of Down-Town Life—New Suits 
Entered To-Day—Matters in Litigation, 


For several days the contested divorce case 
of Gtibert M. Ashley, the art dealer, against 
Mamie Ashley has remained upon the trial 
docket of Judge Dillon’s court awaiting a 
hearing. There are forty witnesses is the case, 
and it has aroused a great deal of interest in 
the neighborliood of Cass avenue, where the 
parties used to reside. Judge Dillon last week 
was compelled to defer the hearing until 
to-day, owing to the crowded’ condition of 
the docket in Court No. 4. This morning 
found him, however, with a jury still in the 
box and jury cases undisposed of. The testi- 
mony willoccupy several days. Gilbert Ash- 
ley, in his petition for divorce, states that he 
was married December 26, 1880, and that he 
endeavored in every way to treat his wife with 
kindness and affection and to promote her 
comfort and happiness. He alleges that she 
acted in such a way for three years past that 
his condition has been rendered intolerable, 
and after much forbearance he is forced to 
enter the divorce court. He charges 
his wife, in April, 1881, with a vio- 
lent assault with a pitcher, a 
soap-dish and a tooth-brysh holder. 
He alleges that she called him shocking 
names and made use of indecént expressions 
in her abuse of him. On the löth of June, 
1883, he states that she assaulted him with a 
carving-fork, and in July, 1884, she wound up 
a violent domestic scene by taking up an iron 
poker and _ threatening to kill him. 


Mr. Ashley further alleges that for 
years past his wife has deen in 
the habit of visiting the back rooms ot sa- 
leons in company ofa questionable character 
and drinking immoderately, Upon her return 
home from such carousals her conduct was 
unbearable and she made her husband the 
target for her profanity and age apy Mr. 
Ashley further alleges that his wife absented 
herself from home without his permission and 
he specifically charges that she was unduly in- 
timate on several occasions with three young 
men well known about town. 
THE WIFE’S ANSWER 
admits the marriage, but denies each and 
every other allegation contained in the hus- 
band’s petition. She alleges as ground for 
the dismissal of his casé that he beat her un- 
mercifully on several occasions, and that as 
the result of one beating she carries a scar to 
this day. She complains that he made use of 
disgusting Te in addressing her and did 
everything in his power to humiliate and an- 
noy her. She alleges that he exhibited her 
photographs in houses of ill-repute and 
endeavored to entrap her in improper 
conduct by setting spies to watch her move- 
ments. Mrs. Ashley further alleges that her 
husband tried to bribe certain persons to ap- 
proach herin an improper manner in order 
that she might be compromised. She further 
alleges that her husband went out riding with 
young girls, that he frequented places of ill- 
repute and boasted of his conquests over 
young women. Mrs. Ashley alleges that at 
one timedher husband absented himself for a 
whole week. There were no children by the 
marriage.

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WEST VIRGINIA HEATHEN,

Communities Where Wife-Swapping and 
Clay-Eating Extensively Pr evail. 


Correspondence New York WORLD. 

The State of West Virginia, diversified 
as itis by high mountains, continuous 
lines of parallel and numerous hills, wild 
woods and narrow streams, with compar- 
atively few railroads or other means of 
public conveyance and communication, 
contains many strange communities, 
about which very little is known outside 
the limits of their own almost terra incog- 
nita. Their habits of life are so different 
from those of an educated, intelligent, 
lettered people, that to truthfully portray 
them in all probability would cause your 
correspondent to be Jooked upon as an ac- 
complished liar. a 


But the existence of the ‘‘Dirt-Eaters” 
and ‘‘Bunchers” or Amalgamators, 
etc., is a well-established fact. These 
unnatural types of depraved humanity are 
to be found among a low, degraded cast 
of squatters, who exist and have their 
being in the interior in isolated spots of 
territory at long distances from railroad, 
water or highway communication with the 
civilized world. The ‘‘Amalgamators’’ 
are a hybrid adjunct to civilization, dwell- 
ing in small communities of perhaps half 
a hundred families, scattered among 
the hills and along the  nar- 
row streams in the midst of vast 
tracts of 3 nature, They live in 
small log huts of one room, which is made 
to answer the purpose of living and sleep- 
ing apartment for perhaps a family of a 
dozen or more. The men are sallow, un- 
kempt and unshaven, lank and cadaver- 
ous. The women are frowsy, with sodden 
countenances, apparently devoid of men- 
tal acquirements, while the children are 
wild, towheaded bipeds, not many re- 
moves from the Digger Indian. hen 
the head of a family becomes tired of his 
spouse he looks about him and finds in a 
neighbor’s helpmeet one who he imagines 
will suit his esthetic taste much better. 
A trade is arranged whereby the men 
swap wives for a specified or unlimited 
time, one of them perhaps giving boot“ 
in the shape of a hog, gunor cow, as the 
estimated value of the difference may be 
agreed upon. Occasionally one of the 
number is hard to suit, and in this case 
perhaps within a.twelvemonth as many 
as four or five different women superin- 
tend the domestic arrangement of one 
house. A reliable traveler gave 

our correspondent to-day the fol- 

owing account of his experience: 
„One evening, being belated in a 
narrow valley between high mountains, I 
was compelled to stop at a tumble-down 
log house. I found the patriarch at home 
cleaning an old squirrel gun, and was told 
1 might take pot-luck with the family. 
Supper was laid on a puncheon table 
under a small oak close to the house, and 
after [ had succeeded in swallowing 
enough to keep life within me until morn- 
ing I struck up a conversation with the 
proprietor. To my astonishment I found 
that the woman who managed his domes- 
tic affairs was the fourth ‘buncher’ my 
host had purchased or swapped within a 
ear. 
a ‘You mean that the woman is not your 
legitimate wife?’ I asked. 
‘Wall, she’s my wife . ’s I keep her, 
an’ I think a heap ofher. he kin plant 
more corn, split more rails and ketch a 
coon quicker’n any woman I’ve hed fur a 
long time.’ 

‘**How did you get her?’ 

„Wall, bout four months back I got 
tired o’ Lize—that tother one I had for this 
un, an’ I looked round ’mong the nabers 
fur a swap Bill Nevins hed bin trying to 
trade me arter a brindle cow I hed fur 
sum time, an’ asI found he hed a likely 
woman, 1 offered my ole gal and the cow 
fur her. Hedidn’t want to swap much, 
fur Bill’s lazier’n thunder, but the cow 
wuz too much fur him, an’ we swapped, 
an’ I’m mity tickled on the bargin.’ 

%s there much trading of this sort go- 
ing on here?’ 

„There's a ’mazin’ lot uv it. Bill Nev- 
ins hes hed three sence last Crismus; one 
uv 'em Long Bet, hez gon round the crik, 
up one side an’ down t’other, an’ Bill’s 
got her back twist. Bet’sa good trader 
an’ she allus soots herself. Ef she don’ 
like her man she licks him, and then he’s 
in a hurry to swap her off. 

„But how do you manage about the 
children!“ 

„The men folks allus keeps them to 
hum. We don't often trade young ones.’ 

In this neighborhood I found 3 
as many as fifteen or twenty ple who 
swapped or traded wives th as little 
interest or less than they would have dis- 
played had the articles been horses or 
cows. Of course, the moral atmosphere 
was not redolent with purity, but the 
women are said to be as true as circum- 
stances permit to their infinite variety of 
husbands.” 

„The Clay-Eaters’’ are so called from 
the use of certain kinds of clay for food. 
These peopie inhabit the dense wild lands 
near the Kentucky line and are easily rec- 
ognized and identified by the peculiar 
death-like appearance of their skin. The 
are universa M of a tallow color, 
lack-lustre dull eyes, lank es 
lethargic movements. These half-human

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The Great Bog ot Russia. 


From Chamber’s Journal. 

There is in Russia a district as large as 
Ireland known as the Pinsk marshes, and 
wholly impassable from the size and num- 
ber of its morasses, in addition to which 
it is covered with an impenetrable forest 
of undergrowth and tangled jungle, and 
consequently was utterly useless. To 
make this vast extent of land a@aila- 
ble for{™the 2 of pasturage and 
egriculture, all that was required, appar- 
ently, was a thorough system of nin 
and clearing, as land itself, as lan 
was found g or the pro purposes. 
Accordingly the Russian ernment has 
gone to work with a will, and is now, and 

as been for some time past, energetically 
engaged in both these useful and im- 
— operations, and the work has 

een crowned with marked success. 
At present 4,000,000 of acres have 
been reclaimed, and during next year it 
is proposed that 300,000 more shall be 
taken in hand by means of 120 miles of 
canals and dikes. It is further reported 
thatupward of 600,000 arces of once useless 
y * are now good meadow land, while 
2,000,000 acres of impenetrable jungle 
have been brought into cultivation. In 
addition to this, the engineers have built 
179 bridges, sunk 577 wells, and surveyed 
and mapped 20,000 square miles of land. If 
such a seheme as this can be so succe 
ly carried out by Russia, way 
not some such plan be tri in 
land? A scientific exchange, referring to 
this question, says: The amount of bog 
in Ireland would, of course, be child’s 
play to the Pinsk marshes, for somehow 
we are always confronted with as the 
chief source of Irish difficulties. If its 
annihilation will pay so wellin Russia it 
ought to do so equally in Ireland; nor 
should we forget that an 212 — of 
such magnitude would bring immediate 
and constant work from the very outset 
to half the able-bodied population of the 
country.“ The suggestion is well worth 
the serious attention of all interested in 
the question of.the prosperity of Ireland 
and the profitable employment of her 
working population.

The Kentucky vanity which cherishes 
even such titular triſles as ‘‘Colonel’’ and 
Major,“ has always been prone to sacri- 
fice substantial interests on the altar of 
State pride in national honors. The mem- 
ory of no man living runneth. back toa 
time when Kentucky had not an embryo 
President or Vice-President in her 
nest. Her repeated failures to elect 
Henry Cray only remind her of the 
fact that President TayLor and President 
LINCOLN, as wellasthe President of the 
Confederacy, were natives of Kentucky, 
and that she has furnishedthe Union with 
two of its Vice-Presidents, besides sup- 
plying names to more than one defeated 
ticket for President and more than one 
defeated ticket for Vice-President. 

There is, therefore, an inherent prob- 
ability in the report that Kentucky is 
now all agog for CLEVELAND and 
CARLISLE in 1888—for CLEVELAND with 
a grain of salt rubbed over his 
financial and civil-service ideas, and for 
CARLISLE anyhow, even if he has to be 
taken with HL or somebody else. The 
Kentucky delegation at Cincinnati in 1856 
was on the surface for Peek or DouG- 
Lass, but under the surface for Buck 
and BRECK’’ as the winning ticket all the 
time,andit won. Now it is announced 
that Kentucky thinks there is magio in 
„CLEVELAND and CARLISLE” as an allitera- 
tion on the succeeding letter of the alpha- 
bet. The friends of BLACKBURN and Breck 
are both, of course, willing to remove 
CARLISLE fromthe next two Senatorial 
contests by shelving him in the Vice- 
Presidency, and his friends are told this 
willinsure his succeeding CLEVELAND as 
VAN BUREN succeeded JACKSON. 

On the floor of the House, as Chairman 
of the Committee of Ways and Means, 
Mr. CARLISLE’S powers would render far 
greater service to his party and country 
than in the Speakership, though no man 
has ever served in the latter position with 
more honor and credit than he.

THE placing of the City Health Depart- 
ment in charge of a physician is a practi- 
cal recognition to which the medical pro- 
fession of St. Louisis justly entitled, and 
the circumstances under which the ap- 
pointment.to that department was given 
to Dr. DUDLEY are highly creditable to 
that gentleman. The people now havea 
right to expect that this departure from 
the old ruts of politics into the broad roads 
of common sense will be followed by the 
correction of administrative abuses which 
have grown outof the connection between 
charities and politics, and that these chari- 
ties will hereafter get the benefit of 
the co-operation of the medical profes- 
sion. Such a change opens up magnificent 
possibilitiesin the administration of one 
of the most important departments of the 
City Government and it is even possible to 
look forward to the time when our Health 
Department instead of being resorted to 
as an employment bureau by decayed 
ward workers, will be studied and 
respected by students of hygienic science 
and experts in public sanitation and char- 
ity administration. The Posr-DrisrarCH 
is not likely to be accused of undue par- 
tiality to Mayor Francis, but on the 
other hand, itis always willing to speak 
as plainly of his reforms as of his mis- 
takes. If the change inthe Health De- 
partment realizes all the expectations 
that may reasonably be based on it, his 
action in this matter is a public serviceof 
greater value than his recent triumph in 
refunding the city bonds. 


In Gen. S. B. BUCKNER as a nominee for 
Governor, the Kentucky Democrats have 
a candidate who is neither an intellectual 
giant nor a great political leader, but the 
very kind of man the people of that 
State prefer for Governor. His sole, con- 
nection with politics has been that ofa 
citizen impelled by an intelligent interest 
in public affairs and a patriotic 
desire to serve his country for the 
honor of it, and his popularity has 
grown mainly out of the fact that 
he has been long known to the people

Young Barron replied hotly. Norlega re- 
peated that he considered the young Irishman 
no gentieman, Word ofthe dispute reached 
the ears of the dancers in the ball-room, caus- 
ing large numbers to crowd about the door 
leading to the supper-room. At this stage 
the Spanish Minister elbowed through the 
crowd and made his way to the side of Bar- 
ron, whose cause he promptly espoused. 
This was the signal for Noriega to turn flercely 
on the Minister, using the most insulting lan- 
guage.

The affair, which had become generally 
known by this time, had dampened the spirits 
of the revelers so thoroughly that the ball 
broke up shortly afterwards, every guest feel - 
ing sure that a duel would be certain 
to follow. Armesto and Barron, it 
was generally admitted, must challenge 
Noriega, Armesto’s challenge taking prece- 
dence. The code is firmly established here 
and a man must either fight if insulted or his 
stay is made impossible. Up to last evening 
no duel had been fought nor is it known thas 
challenges have been sent. Yesterday Noriega 
purchased a ticket for New York and secured a 
berth on Thursday’s train forthe North, His 
friends say that he will take ship at New York 
for Spain and lay the charges, for which he 
claims to have documentary proof, before the 
Court at Madrid.

To-morrow afternoon at 8 o'clock the House 
Committee on Public Improvements Will again 
consider the sprinkling question. They will 
have before them the provisions of all the 
bills that have been introduced. The Duross 
Council bill, though it has not had its first 
reading in the House, will de con- 
sidered by the committee informally, 
as each member has provided him- 
self with a copy and has been assiduously 
studying it. 

There are now three bills before. the House: 

The Duross. 

The Mohan. 

The Cossman. 

Ot these the last two are products of the 
House. The provisions of the Duross bill are 
too well known from the recent debate in the 
Council to need any recapitulation. But 
the othertwo are not so well known. The 
Cossman does not differ materially from the 
Duross bill. The chief point of difference is 
that the Cossman bill provides for only twenty 
districts, while the Duross calis for at least 
forty. The similarity of the bills is such that 
there is little prospect that the committee will 
replace the bill which has already 
received the unanimous approval of the Coun- 
cil with one substantially the same, 

THE CHANGED MOHAN BILL. 

The committee will then really have to com- 
pare the Duross bill with only one other—the 
Mohan. This is the only bill that prevents the 
adoption of the Duross ordinance. When the 
bill was first introduced by Mr. Mohan it pro- 
vided for: 

Payment by a special fund.

es. 

Five sprinkling districts. 

These provisions have been changed by Mr. 
Mohan in deference to the public agitation, 
until the only feature in which his bill is now 
distinct from the others is: 

Small districts. 

Mr. Mohan candidly admitted last week to 
the committee of which he is chairman that 
he had made a mistake in regard to the man- 
ner of raising the funds and indicated his wish 
to have the money come out of the general 
revenue. 


A LEGISLATOR’S CHANCE, 

Mr. Mohan is a young man, the youngest in 
the present House of Delegates. He has, 
however, shown the maturest judgment, 
in amending his bill 80 7 and there 
is every reason to believe that his common 
sense will show him the maoetelty of advo- 
cating the Duross bill.

A BLOODY BATTLE. 


‘‘Slippery” Breen of Chicago Defeated by 
George Ryder of Boston.

Both men came up very 
tired for the eighth round. 

The Westerner started in to ‘‘do Ryder up, 
but his attack was well met, and Ryder sent 
him to the ground with a clean blow. He 
came up only to be knocked down again. He 
was ready to throw up the sponge, but his 
seconds urged him on. Another blow on the 
nose covered him with blood. Breen braced 
upin the tenth round and nearly knocked 
—— out. 

n the twelfth Breen made another rally and 
tried to finish the Boston man. A few body 
blows served only to madden young Ryder. 
He gave Breen a left-hand upper-cut, the 
latter biting his tongue. A swinging right- 
hander from Ryder sent Breen to the ground.

and fought like tigers, while the ground looked 

like the floor of a slaughter- house. 

In the thirteenth round both men seemed 
all gone, and it was thought that very little 
fighting would be done, but Ryder sailed in and 
landed on Breen between the eyes. Breen 
kept on, though blinded, and gave Ryder a few 
blows on the stomach which had telling effect. 
The latter thought that Breen could not see 
and followed him up. George landed a right- 
hander on the nose and followed with a left 
hand upper-cut and then another right- 
hander on the nose. This last blow settled it 
and Breen fell back unconscious. 

When examined by a doctor it was found 
that his nose was broken. It took twenty- 
seven minutes to bring him to coneciousness. 
Ryder’s friends now talk of matching him 
against Ike Weir, the Spider.

Can- 
non was in 4 spirits and was strongly of 
opinion that he could finish the match with 
the Cumberland style, but Dinnie threw bim. 
The seventh fall was in the collar - and-elbow 
style, and upon this the matched turned. At 
12 o’clock the men were called off by the 
referee without result, and a most remarka- 
bie struggle, which had lasted altogether 
one hour and fifteen minutes, came to a close, 
a draw being agreed to, Cannon averring in 
conclusion that when he next agreed 
wrestie a seven-style match he should deserve 
to be ‘‘pole-axed.’’
